This is going to start a flame war - I just know it, but I think it's a valid 
point, and one which needs making: 


If the "No CW test requirments for HF" crowd get their way, and all these people 
suddenly have access to the HF bands as well, how crowded will they be? 


Since 2m in the US is getting extremely overcrowded, and it is 4MHz wide, how is 
HF going to survive, with 3.75MHz band space TOTAL on all bands available. Bear 
in mind that this number is approximate - it was arrived at from my understanding 
of US bandplans. In the UK the 2m band is 2MHz wide, and there is 3.35MHz of HF 
available, since 40m is 7.000-7.100 and 80m is 3.500-3.800. 


This won't be a popular view, but if ALL hams, code and no-code, suddenly had 
access 


to ALL bands - what would happen?
